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Census  Reports  Most  Asians  in 
U.S.  Are  Chinese;  More  Asian 
Statistics  Also  Released

It's  official.  Chinese  make  up  the  largest  Asian  group  in  the 
United  States,  according  to  a  Census  report  released  on 
March  4.  Of  the  11.9  million  people  who  identified  them¬ 
selves  as  Asians  when  filling  out  the  Census  2000,  2.7  million 
checked  off  that  they  were  Chinese. 

After  Chinese,  the  next  largest  Asian  groups  making 
up  the  total  Asian  population  are  Filipinos  and  Asian 
Indians. 

The  Census  also  reported  that  about  50%  of 
America's  Asian  population  resides  in  three  states:  California, 
New  York  and  Hawaii.  California  and  New  York  have  Asian 
populations  that  exceed  a  million:  California  houses  4.2  mil¬ 
lion  Asians  and  New  York,  1.2  million. 

Locating  the  Asian  population  by  regions,  the 
Census  2000  reported  that  49%  of  Asians  live  in  the  West, 

20%  in  the  Northeast,  19%  in  the  South,  and  12%  in  the

Breaking  down  the  numbers  into  states,  the  Census 
reported  that  75%  of  all  the  people  who  reported  that  they 
were  Asian  reside  in  10  states:  California,  New  York,  Hawaii, 
Texas,  New  Jersey,  Illinois,  Washington,  Florida,  Virginia  and 
Massachusetts.  Here  in  Massachusetts,  264,814  people 
checked  off  that  they  were  Asian  in  the  2000  Census. 

When  questioning  people  about  their  race,  the 
Census  allows  people  to  check  more  than  one  box.  So,  some 
of  the  Asians  didn't  check  only  Asian,  but  also  another  race, 
too.  These  are  called  combination  Asians.  What  Asians  were 
more  likely  to  check  more  than  one  race?  Japanese. 

"Of  all  the  respondents  who  reported  Japanese, 
either  alone  or  in  combination,  31  %  reported  one  or  more 
other  races  or  Asian  groups,"  stated  the  Census'  Report  "The 
Asian  Population:  2001." 

Vietnamese  was  the  Asian  group  least  likely  to  check 

more  than  one 
race.

Chinatown  Activists,  Residents,  Put  Up 
Fight  Against  Proposed  Liberty  Place 

During  an  hour-long  protest  on  March  1,  Chinatown  activists  and  residents,  some  driving  in  cars, 
showed  they  weren't  going  to  just  sit  by  and  watch  the  proposed  30-story  Liberty  Place  building  go 
ahead  without  a  fight. 

"Liberty  Place  will  add  350  new  cars  to  Chinatown,"  said  one  speaker  through  a  loudspeaker 
standing  at  the  area  where  Liberty  Place  is  slated  to  be  built,  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Essex 
Streets.  "These  (protesters')  cars  are  here  to  help  you  visualize  the  impact  of  that." 

The  show  was  effective:  car's  honked  and  jammed  up  the  streets  during  the  lunch-time  event. 
And  the  well-organized  rally,  which  was  named  "Operation  Car  Jam,"  was  written  about  in  at  least  two 
major  Boston  papers,  the  Globe  and  the  Herald,  the  next  day.  The  demonstration,  which  was  hosted  by 
the  Chinatown  Progressive  Association  and  the  Campaign  to  Protect  Chinatown,  was  the  largest  so  far 
against  the  building. 

The  exact  number  of  protesters  was  hard  to  count  because  in  addition  to  the  about  100  sign-hold¬ 
ing  walkers, 
protesters  also 
drove  cars 
around  the 
block,  in  an 
attempt  to 
show  how  the 
building's  ten¬ 
ants  will  con¬ 
gest  the  area's 
traffic.

Ni  Lun  Update 

Most  of  the  thirty-nine  people  evacuated  from  their 
basement  home  at  55  Harvard  St.  in  Chinatown  on 
Chinese  New  Year's  Day  have  been  able  to  return,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Boston  Inspectional  Service  Department  Officials. 

The  residents  were  evacuated  from  their  apart¬ 
ments  after  the  ISD  found  them  to  be  living  in  illegal,  dan¬ 
gerous  and  unsanitary  apartment  units.  ISD  was  tipped  of 
when  someone  called  911  to  report  oil  fumes  emanating 
from  the  building. 

Many  of  the  people  who  were  evacuated  from  the 
building,  which  is  owned  by  the  Ni  Lun  Association,  had 
been  staying  at  the  Double  Tree  Hotel  while  they  were  out 
of  a  home,  but  on  March  3,  most  left  the  the  hotel  and  went 
back  to  the  building.  According  to  the  Inspectional  Service 


Department,  two-thirds  of  the  apartment  units  were  able  to 
reopen  after  Ni  Lun  made  repairs. 

"There  is  still  additional  work  that  needs  to  be 
done,  but  none  of  it  is  (for  violations  that  are)  life-threaten¬ 
ing,"  said  Lisa  Timberlake  of  the  ISD  commissioner's  office. 

Sampan  called  the  Ni  Lun  Association,  but  the  per¬ 
son  who  answered  didn't  want  to  be  named,  and  said  only 
that  "everything  has  been  taken  care  of." 

According  to  ISD,  Ni  Lun  has  been  working  with  a 
contractor  to  bring  the  building  up  to  code. 

The  Chinatown  Progressive  Association  told 
Sampan  that  they  are  working  to  find  emergency  housing 
for  two  individuals  who  were  not  able  to  return  to  their 
apartments  in  the  building.

Panelists  At  Forum  to  Discuss  U.S.  Immigration  Policies  Post- 
Sept.  11  Are  Optimistic,  But  Cautious,  About  Reforms

The  tragic  events  of  Sept.  11  have 
sparked  the  United  States'  luke¬ 
warm  political  question  of  how 
should  we  work  our  policy  on  immi¬ 
gration  into  a  burning  flame.  The 
question  was  always  there,  of  course, 
but  suddenly  it  became  much  more 
immediate.  Should  we  close  our 
boarders?  Should  we  track  all  interna¬ 
tional  students?  Should  we  put  tighter 
restrictions  on  who  we  allow  in?  Or, 
should  we  keep  things  the  way  they 
were  on  Sept.  10  - 
after  all  Timothy 
McVeigh  was 
American  bom  and 
his  intentions  weren't 
that  far  off  from  those 
of  the  Sept.  11  terror¬ 
ists. 

A  group  of 
immigration  advo¬ 
cates  and  specialists 
and  U.S.  representa¬ 
tives  met  at  a  March  8 
forum  to  tackle  the  immigration  ques¬ 
tion  and  to  explore  what  kinds  of  laws 
we  can  expect  to  come,  post-Sept.  11. 

In  sum,  most  of  the  panel's 
speakers,  including  U.S.  representa¬ 
tive  Barney  Frank,  were  optimistic. 

The  prevailing  theme  was  that  while 
pro-immigrant  legislation  was 
derailed  by  Sept.  11,  it  wasn't  stopped 
and  it  isn't  likely  to  be  reversed. 
However,  they  were  also  cautious, 
saying  that  pro-immigrant  policies 
will  require  a  bit  more  work  from 
advocates  than  if  Americans  had 
never  heard  the  name  Mohammed 
Atta. 

"On  September  10,  we  in  the 
immigrant  advocacy  community  were 
really  euphoric  ...  there  was  a  general 
realization  that  immigrants  had  been 
poorly  treated.  And  really  it  was  time 
to  rectify  some  of  the  worse  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  welfare  reform  act  and 
immigrant  reform  act  of  1996.  And 
then  two  planes  happen  to  hit  the 
World  Trade  Center  buildings  and 
our  reality,  the  reality  of  all  the  world, 
changed  and  changed  for  the 
worse...,"  said  Victor  DoCouto,  the 
executive  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Immigrant  and 
Refugee  Advocacy  Coalition,  the 
organization  that  hosted  the  event. 
"Now,  instead  of  legislation  to  help 
immigrants  and  refugees,  we're  look¬ 
ing  at  rather  punitive  actions:  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  PATRIOT  ACT...  immi¬ 
grants  are  portrayed  as  terrorists,  bor¬ 
ders  are  being  shut  down,  refugees 
are  being  prohibited  from  the  country 
—  the  number  (of  refugees  let  into  the 
country)  has  to  be  higher  but  it  has 
been  cut  way  down  from  last  year. 
(But)  I  think,  though  things  may  have 
slowed,  all  of  our  missions  have  legs 
and  have  wheels,  and  we  really  do 


need  to  get  back  on  track." 

DoCouto's  words  were 
echoed  by  Barney  Frank:  "The  first 
problem  (after  Sept.  11)  was  that  we 
had  the  possibility  of  anti-immigra¬ 
tion  legislation  coming  through.  (But) 
I  am  confident  that  we  are  going  to 
win  most  of  our  agenda  at  some 
point,  because  we  have  just  been 
though  the  worst.  Sept.  11-  was  the 
worst  thing  we  could've  taken  from 
the  stand  point  of  immigration  laws.  I 
believe  we  have  survived  that  and 
we're  now  beginning  to  make 


progress  again... 

But,  Frank  said  that  immi¬ 
grant  supporters  must  work  to  com¬ 
bat  America's  new  fear  of  immigrants. 
One  way  to  do  this,  he  implied,  was 
to  remind  Americans  how  important 
our  newcomers  are  to  our  country's 
economy. 

Frank  reminded  that  if  it 
weren't  for  immigrant  workers,  we 
wouldn't  have  seen  the  country's 
economy  grow  as  it  did  over  the  past 
10  years  without  inflation. 

"There  is  no  debate  possible, 
of  a  logical  sort:  Immigrants  have 
been  one  of  the  major  assets  to  the 
American  economy...  Because  in  the 
American  workforce,  growth  and 
economy  are  composed  of  two  factors, 
increases  in  productivity  and  increas¬ 
es  in  the  workforce,"  said  Frank.  "This 
country  ought  to  feel  guilty  some¬ 
times  about  immigration  precisely 
because  we  become  the  beneficiaries 
of  these  energetic  and  creative  people. 

Who  are  immigrants?  Who 
decides  that  they  are  so  interested  in 
bettering  the  life  of  their  family  that 
they  pick  up  and  leave  the  country 
were  they  grew  up  and  go  to  a  foreign 
country  where  they  may  not  speak  the 
language...  emigrating  is  a  very 
courageous  thing  to  do.  And  immi¬ 
grants  tend  not  to  be  random  selec¬ 
tions  from  a  particular  country,  but 
some  of  the  most  energetic,  and  inno¬ 
vative  and  creative  and  ambitious 
people.  They're  a  great  benefit  to  the 
United  States." 

One  speaker,  Esther 
Olavarria,  a  legal  council  to  U.S. 
Senator  Edward  Kennedy's  office, 
pointed  out  that  a  big  battle  for  get¬ 
ting  pro-immigrant  legislation  passed 
is  getting  Republican  support. 

Frank  added  to  her  point: 


"Take  no  Congress  member  for  grant¬ 
ed.  Everyone  ought  to  be  hearing 
from  his  or  her  constituents,"  he  said. 

What  sort  of  pro-immigrant 
proposals  are  on  the  table?  Advocates 
want  to  see  the  passing  of  the  Student 
Adjustment  Act,  which  would  allow 
undocumented  students  who  are  no 
older  than  21  and  who  have  been  here 
for  at  least  5  years  to  apply  for  legal 
permanent  resident  status  so  that  they 
can  attend  college.  They  want  a 
change  in  a  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles'  policy  so  that  immigrants 

who  do  not  qual¬ 
ify  for  a  Social 
Security  Number 
could  still  apply 
for  a  driver's 
license.  They 
want  to  get  a 
provision  of  the 
Farm  Bill  passed 
which  would 
restore  food 
stamp  benefits  to 
many  legal 
immigrants.  They  want  to  see  more 
than  the  talks  re-started  between 
President  Bush  and  Mexico's 
President  Vincente  Fox  to  make  a  deal 
letting  undocumented  Mexicans  liv¬ 
ing  and  working  in  the  U.S.  to  be  able 
to  earn  residency.  They  want  a  deal 
that  would  apply  to  other  foreigners, 
too.  Also,  if  reinstated,  the  245  (i)  pro¬ 
vision  would  allow  foreigners  who 
are  illegally  in  the  U.S.  and  awaiting 
immigration  visas  to  pay  a  $1,000  fine 
and  adjust  their  status  without  leav¬ 
ing  the  country.  (If  they  leave  the  U.S. 
to  get  immigration  visas  in  their  home 
country,  they  would  likely  be  stopped 
from  returning  to  the  U.S.  for  three  to 
10  years.) 

Some  panelists,  however, 
were  concerned  that  the  recent  pass¬ 
ing  of  the  PATRIOT  ACT  was  a  back¬ 
wards  step  for  immigrants'  and  civil 
rights.  They  fear  this  harms  the  rights 
of  U.S.  citizens  as  well  as  immigrants 
because,  among  other  things,  under 
the  law  immigrants  can  be  detained 
and  aliens  can  be  declared  terrorists 
with  out  due  process  of  law. 

But  other  speakers  at  MIRA's 
forum  stated  that  some  protective 
reforms  are  necessary  before  passing 
pro-immigrant  laws. 

"We  have  to  assure  the 
American  public  that  our  borders  are 
secure,  that  INS  and  the  State 
Department  have  the  information  they 
need  from  the  CIA,  from  the  FBI  and 
other  agencies  in  the  government  that 
the  few  foreign  nationalists  who  mean 
to  do  us  harm  are  identified  before 
they  come  into  the  country,  and  not 
grant  them  Visas  to  come  in  and  not 
grant  them  adjustment  of  status.  Once 
this  is  done  we  can  get  back  to  our 
agenda  before  Sept.  11,"  said 
Olavarria.

One  in  10  Americans  are  foreign  bom,  and 
one  in  five  are  either  foreign-bom  or  first 
generation  Americans  (Census  2000)

Because  of  the  events  of  Sept.  11,  the  U.S. 
put  refugee  immigration  issues  on  hold, 
starting  in  November.  This  created  a  back¬ 
log  of  paperwork,  which  has  been  delaying 
thousands  of  refugees  from  settling  in  the 
United  States 

The  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service,  because  of  Sept.  11,  is  going  to  be 
restructured  into  two  parts:  One  part  will 
welcome  America's  newcomers,  the  other 
will  try  to  catch  anyone  who  is  here  illegally 

The  USA  PATRIOT  ACT  was  passed.  Here 
are  some  items  of  the  PATRIOT  ACT  that 
worry  immigration  advocates: 

*  It  gives  authority  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  designate  any  group,  foreign  or 
domestic,  as  a  terrorist  organization 

*  It  states  that  the  Attorney  General  or 
the  Deputy  Attorney  General  (with  no 
power  of  delegation)  may  certify  an  alien  as 
a  terrorist  if  they  have  reasonable  grounds 
to  believe  that  the  alien  is  a  terrorist  or  has 
committed  a  terrorist  activity 

*  It  allows  the  INS  (Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service)  to  detain  a  suspected 
terrorist  alien  for  seven  days  before  bring¬ 
ing  immigration  or  criminal  charges 

*  It  requires  that  a  Foreign  Student 
Visa  Monitoring  Program  be  implemented

tricting,  spoke  at  the  event,  saying  that 
Wilkerson  knows  about  the  problem 
Chinatown  faces  with  big  development. 
City  Counselor  Chuck  Turner,  who  repre¬ 
sents  the  South  End  and  parts  of  Roxbury, 
also  spoke  in  support  of  Chinatown. 

The  CPA,  CPC  and  other  activists 
repeated  the  major  complaints  they  have 
with  the  building  proposal.  They  said  it's 
too  tall  (The  Chinatown  Master  Plan  calls 
for  buildings  to  be  only  8-10  stories),  it  will 
add  traffic,  it  will  cause  air  and  noise  pollu¬ 
tion,  it  will  cast  shadows  over  its  neighbors 
and  it's  too  expensive.  Protesters  are  very 
worried  that  the  building  will  cause  rents  to 
rise  and  push  out  area-tenants.  Liberty 
Place  plans  to  build  468  apartment  units. 

"What  will  this  bring  us?  Air  pollu¬ 
tion  and  traffic,"  said  one  protester,  through 
an  interpreter.  His  criticisms  were  amplifiec 
by  protesters'  anti-Liberty  Place  chants, 
such  as  "Losing  our  home  is  a  damn  dis¬ 
grace.  Fight  Liberty  Place." 

Liberty  Place  developers  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  have  said  to  Sampan  that  they 
don't  think  the  project  will  gentrify  the  area 
because  it  will  increase  the  supply  of  hous¬ 
ing  in  the  area.  They  also  said  during  public 
hearings  concerning  their  project  that 
because  the  building  will  be  so  close  to  pub¬ 
lic  transportation  and  because  it  will 
include  an  off-the-street  drop-off  area  for 
residents,  traffic  will  not  increase  too  signif¬ 
icantly. 

Jessica  Shumaker  in  the  Boston 
Redevelopment's  communications  office 
said:  "It's  an  issue  of  basic  supply  and 
demand.  By  increasing  the  supply  of  hous¬ 
ing  in  the  city,  regardless  of  it  being  afford¬ 
able  or  market  rate,  costs  are  driven  down, 
which  helps  alleviate  the  gentrification." 

Liberty  Place  has  also  pointed  out 
that  they're  proposal  would  include  50 
apartment  units  that  would  be  rented  at  a 
BRA  determined  affordable  rate,  and  20 
units  that  would  go  to  the  Hong  Luck 
House. 

But  a  major  complaint  of  some  in 
the  community  is  that  those  50  affordable 
units  would  still  be  too  expensive  for 
Chinatown  residents.  Those  units'  rent  will 
be  based  on  the  standard  BRA  calculation  of 
80%,  100%,  or  120%  of  median  income  level. 
This  adds  up  to  a  much  higher  rent  price 
than  what  many  Chinatown  residents'  pay, 
say  opponents  of  Liberty  Place,  because 
incomes  in  Chinatown  are  significantly 
lower  than  incomes  in  the  rest  of  the  city. 

The  20  units  that  will  go  to  the 
Hong  Lok  House  for  elderly,  however,  will 
be  rented  at  a  price  determined  using  60% 
of  median  income  level.  And  the  developer 
of  Liberty  Place  is  proposing  to  build  the 
units  next  door  to  the  existing  Hong  Luck 
House  in  a  historic  building  that  will  be 
rebuilt  on  Essex  Street. 

But  many  Chinatown  residents 
have  pointed  out  that  Liberty  Place  isn't  the 
only  high-rise  planned  for  the  area. 
Kensington  Place,  a  28-story  building  is  also 
being  proposed  for  Hinge  Block  which  is 
very  close  to  the  area  that  Liberty  Place  is 
planning  to  build.  They  fear  these  buildings 
could  begin  the  end  of  Chinatown  being  a 
place  where  Chinese  immigrants  can  actual¬ 
ly  live. 

The  March  1  protest  came  about  a 
week  after  the  Feb.  20  BRA  comment  period 
for  Liberty  Place  ended. 

The  BRA  is  now  evaluating  the 
comments  that  it  received  by  mail  about  the 
Liberty  Proposal.

Discusses  Crime, 
Restaurants'  Proposals 

A  cup  of  hot  coffee  was  the  weapon  of  choice  in  a  February 
robbery  at  a  Chinatown  Dunkin'  Donuts,  according  to 
Boston  Police  Patrolman  Frank  Walsh,  speaking  at  the  March  6 
Chinatown  Safety  Committee  Meeting.  Walsh  said  that  a  man 
threw  a  cup  of  coffee  on  the  woman  working  behind  the  counter 
of  the  Kneeland  Street  Dunkin'  Donuts  and  then  he  took  $200 
from  the  register.  The  incident  was  one  of  the  40  crimes  in  the 
Chinatown-area  that  were  reported  to  Boston  Police  during  last 
month.  At  the  time  of  the  meeting,  28  arrests  had  been  made,  said 
Walsh. 

Police  at  the  meeting  also  told  of  the  continuing  problem 
of  drugs  and  prostitution  in  the  area.  One  of  the  prostitutes  arrest¬ 
ed  last  month  was  only  14  years  old. 

As  for  the  parking  problem  in  Chinatown,  "La  Grange 
Street  is  getting  to  be  a  problem,"  said  Walsh.  He  said  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  Parking  violations  since  the  strip  club 
Centerfolds  opened  there. 

An  appeal  for  Centerfold's  liquor  license  will  be  at  the 
Superior  Court  John  W.  McCormick  Building  at  90  Devonshire 
Street  on  March  26. 

"I  think  it's  important  that  we  have  a  good  showing," 
said  Boston  Police  Sergeant  Tom  Lema. 

Other  bussiness  discussed  by  the  committee  was  that 
China  Pearl  restaurant  is  proposing  to  expand  to  the  first  floor  of 
it's  9  Tyler  Street  building,  and  that  the  owner  of  Shanghai  Cafe 
on  Kneeland  wishes  to  transfer  a  full  liquor  license  to  the 
Shanghai  Cafe  and  itls  beer  and  wine  license  to  his  other  restau¬ 
rant,  the  Peking  Cuisine.  The  committee  approved  both,  with

First  Bilingual  Tax 
Workshop  in  New 
England  comes  to 
Chinatown

For  the  first  time  in  the  New  England-area,  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  is  reaching  out  to  non-English  speakers  who  own 
small  businesses  by  starting  a  series  of  free  tax  workshops  in 
Chinese. 

"The  IRS  hired  me  to  reach  out  to  the  Chinese  communi¬ 
ty,  and  my  job  is  to  make  that  happen,"  said  Elise  Sickels,  who  is 
hosting  the  workshops  that  are  aimed  at  helping  small  businesses 
save  tax  money  and  keep  correct  tax  records. 

Sickels,  who  speaks  Mandarin  and  who  will  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  Cantonese  interpreter,  will  talk  about  business  income 
and  expense  taxes  for  small  businesses,  how  business  owners  who 
operate  from  their  homes  can  use  the  tax  rules  to  their  best  advan¬ 
tage,  self-employment  tax,  how  use  tax-write  offs  for  business-use 
cars  and  computers,  how  to  avoid  getting  audited,  and  other  such 
topics. 

"I'd  like  to  discuss  how  these  businesses  can  use  their  lim¬ 
ited  resources  to  their  advantage  in  this  economic  down  turn," 
said  Sickels. 

Sickels  is  the  first  bilingual.  Mandarin  speaking,  senior 
tax  specialist  hired  by  the  IRS  in  the  New  England-area,  and  has 
worked  at  the  IRS  for  14  years. 

The  workshops  will  be  held  at  the  Taipei  Economic  and 
Cultural  Office's  cultural  center  at  65  Harrison  Ave.  in  Chinatown. 

TECO  and  the  IRS  are  sponsoring  the  workshops,  which 
begin  March  20,  3-5  and  April  3,  3-5  p.m. 

Sickels  said  she  also  hopes  that  these  multilingual  work¬ 
shops  will  lead  the  beginning  of  the  other  workshops  in 
Cambodian  and  Vietnamese. 

"This  is  a  big,  exciting  step  for  us,"  said  Sickels.

Questions  Answers  in 
Liberty  Place 
Interview 

March  8,  2002 
Dear  Sampan: 

I  am  writing  in  response  to  the  inter¬ 
view  with  Mr.  Louis  Miller  and  Ms.  Stephanie 
Wasser  regarding  the  Liberty  Place  project  in 
the  March  1,  2002  issue  of  SAMPAN.  Mr. 
Louis  Miller,  the  attorney  and  main  spokesman 
for  Liberty,  argued  that  gentrification  and 
prices  are  related  to  the  issue  of  supply  and 
demand,  and  that  by  building  enough  housing, 
there  will  be  equilibrium  in  the  housing  market. 
While  1  do  understand  this  supply  and  demand 
analysis,  I  think  that  Mr.  Miller  is  wrong  in 
using  this  as  a  justification  for  Liberty  Place. 
Yes,  the  supply  curve  of  housing  units  in 
Chmatoum  will  be  shifted,  but  only  for  those 
individuals  of  the  high-income  strata. 

Ms.  Stephanie  Wasser,  the  regional 
vice-president  of  Charles  E.  Smith  Realty 
Companies,  claims  that  she  does  not  believe 
that  Liberty  Place  will  gentrify  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  Furthermore,  she  believes  that  it  will 
bring  " people  to  the  city  who  like  diversity." 

First  of  all,  let's  define  the  word  "gentrifica¬ 
tion."  According  to  the  dictionary  it  is  "  the 
restoration  and  upgrading  of  deteriorated 
urban  property  by  middle-class  or  affluent  peo¬ 
ple,  often  resulting  in  displacement  of  lower- 
income  people. "  Ms.  Wasser  says  that  the  mar¬ 
ket  rate  of  Liberty  Place  is  for  people  who  make 
$75,000  a  year.  However,  the  average  annual 
income  for  Chinatoion  residents  is  $12,500 
(Boston  Globe,  March  3,  2002),  which  means 
tlwt  Chinatown  residents  would  not  be  able  to 
afford  these  units.  Thus,  I  challenge  Ms. 

Wasser' s  statement  and  her  definition  of 
"diversity"  -  just  because  the  future  residents 
of  Liberty  may  consist  of  people  from  different 
racial  and  ethnic  backgrounds  does  not  mean 
that  there  is  " diversity ."  One  also  has  to  take 
class  into  consideration,  and  when  you  are  dri¬ 
ving  working-class  residents  out  of  their  own 
community,  then  that  is  gentrification! 

In  the  conclusion  of  the  interview, 

Mr.  Miller  tells  us  that  "a  significant  segment 
of  the  community"  has  told  him  that  the  project 
is  a  "terrific  thing."  Well,  I  have  taken  a  look 
at  Liberty  Place's  Draft  Project  Impact  Report, 
and  the  so-called  community  letters  of  support 
are  from  places  such  as  the  Kensington 
Investment  Company,  Inc.,  the  Kneeland  and 
Washington  Street  Realty,  Emerson  College 
and  the  Millennium  Partners-Boston.  I  find  it 
interesting  that  none  of  these  companies  and 
institutions  work  directly  with  the  Chinatown 
residents,  and  yet,  claim  to  speak  for  the  entire 
Chinatown  community.  I  think  that  it  is  terri¬ 
bly  deceiving  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Miller  to  make 
such  a  comment,  especially  since  his  "support¬ 
ers"  represent  such  a  small  and  exclusive  group 
of  people  who  have  interests  other  than  the 
well-being  of  the  actual  Chinatown  working- 
class  and  immigrant  residents. 

As  a  Chinatoion  resident  who  has 
lived  here  for  practically  my  entire  life,  I 
demand  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  and  all  these  developers 
to  stop  oppressing  and  marginalizing 
Chinatoion  and  its  people.

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Sampan  Interviews  2002  Massachusetts  Governor  Hopeful  Steve  Grossman

Steve  Grossman  hopes  to 
become  the  next 
Massachusetts  governor. 
Grossman  was  bom  and  brought 
up  in  Massachusetts.  He  runs  a 
fourth-generation  family  busi¬ 
ness,  MassEnvelope  Plus,  which 
was  started  by  his  immigrant 
grandfather  in  1910.  Grossman 
has  been  the  president  and  CEO 
of  the  company  since  1975.  He 
attended  Princeton  and  Harvard 
Business  School. 

Sampan  recently  inter¬ 
viewed  Grossman  to  find  out 
how  he  stands  on  issues  that 
effect  the  immigrant  community. 
Here's  what  we  found  out: 

Sampan:  Tell  us  a  little  about 
your  background. 

I  am  the  only  candidate 
running  for  governor  who  has  , 
ever  spent  his  life  in  business, 
who  has  ever  met  payroll,  who 
has  ever  created  jobs,  hundreds 
of  them,  all  over  Massachusetts. 

I  got  involved  in  politics 
in  a  campaign  for  Congress  back 
in  1970  in  the  middle  of  the 
Vietnam  War.  And  I've  stayed 
very  involved  in  politics  ever 
since.  I  was  chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Democratic  Party 
in  1991  and  1992. 1  was  chairman 
of  the  Democratic  National 
Committee  in  1997, 1998  and 
1999. 

In  my  time  at  the 
Democratic  National  Committee, 
one  of  things  I  did  was  create  an 
Asian  Pacific  Islander  American 

Caucus.  A  lot  of  people  advised 
me  against  doing  that.  But  I  felt 


very  strongly  that  the  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  community 
needed  to  have  its  own  very  spe¬ 
cial  caucus  within  the 
Democratic  National  Party,  with 
its  own  voice,  its  own  set  of 
issues.  It  needed  to  be  recog¬ 
nized  as  having  a  strong  voice,  a 
different  set  of  issues.  It  needed 
to  be  recognized,  so  I  rejected  the 
advice  of  a  lot  of  people,  and  I 
created  that  caucus  back  in  1998. 

Sampan:  What  do  you  think 
about  adult  basic  education? 
Grossman:  I  was  horrified  that 
the  state  legislature  had  eliminat¬ 
ed  funding  for  the  remainder  of 
the  fiscal  year  when  it  cast  the 
budget  back  in  December.  ...I 
mean  here  we  have  a  state  in 
which  there  are  200,000  people 
who  lack  basic  English  language 
skills  and  close  to  300,000  people 
who  lack  a  high  school  diploma 
or  the  equivalent  of  that.  And  if 
we're  going  to  retain  and  devel¬ 
op  our  innovation  edge,  in  a  21st 
Century  innovation  economy,  it's 
going  to  be  all  about  adult  basic 
education  and  giving  adults  as 
well  as  children  basic  tools  to  be 
able  to  grow  a  family,  to  earn  a 
good  living,  to  realize  their  full 
potential.  I'm  a  very  strong  pro¬ 
ponent  of  adult  basic  education 
and  I  have  been  a  strong  advo¬ 
cate  for  a  significant  increase, 
when  we  have  the  funding. 

We've  got  way  too  many  people 
on  the  waiting  lists  and  that  is 
tragic  at  a  time  when  we  need  to 
educate  more  adults  and  not 
turn  them  away. 

Sampan:  What  do  you  think 


about  bilingual  education? 
Grossman:  I  think  it  needs  a  sig¬ 
nificant  overhaul.  I  don't  think  it 
has  served  the  needs  of  those 
kids  as  well  as  it  might  have. 
However,  I  have  never  been  a 
proponent  of  a  one-size-fits-all 
approach  -  to  education  or  to 
training.  I'm  in  favor  of  high 
standards  and  accountability. 
But  I  do  not  believe  that  a  one- 
year  immersion  program,  with 
no  flexibility  and  that  does  not 
take  into 
account  differ¬ 
ent  learning 
styles  and 
speeds,  is  a 
good  idea. 

(Grossman 
began  dis¬ 
cussing  the 
need  for  immi¬ 
grants  to  pre¬ 
serve  their  cul¬ 
tures) 

As  we  try  to 
bring  people  of 
diverse  back¬ 
grounds  and 
diverse  lan¬ 
guages  from 
very  different 
countries,  into 
the  mainstream, 
and  as  we  try  to 
give  people 
English  as  a  sec¬ 
ond  language, 
adult  education, 
etcetera,  we 
ought  to  be 
deeply  respect¬ 
ful  of  the 
diverse  cultures 
that  so  many 


people  represent  We  need  to 
make  sure  that  cultural  centers 
are  built  so  that  children  and 
their  children's  children  and  that 
their  children's  children,  are  able 
to  celebrate  the  very  unique  cul¬ 
tures  that  make  this  city  and  this 
state  such  a  unique  place  to  live. 
That's  why,  when  I  see  friends  of 
mine  and  others  who  are  demon¬ 
strating  strongly  to  make  sure 
that  development  in  Chinatown 
does  not  destroy  the  character  of 


that  unique  part  of  the  city  that 
gives  this  city  so  much  of  its  cul¬ 
tural  vitality,  I  celebrate.  I  cele¬ 
brate  not  only  the  right  of  those 
people  to  demonstrate,  but  the 
importance  and  sense  of  urgency 
of  making  sure  that  whatever  we 
do  to  develop  new  sources  of 
housing  does  not  undermine  the 
character  of  local  communities 
and  neighborhoods. 

This  interview  will  continue  in

Tsai  Ming-Liang  Films 

Adults  Can  Afford  to  Miss  "Missing 
Moon";  Kids  Can't 


Play  at  the  MFA  This  Month 

Break  Through  Film  "My  New  Friends" 
Will  Frustrate  Viewers

What  do  you  get  when  you  combine  a  little  girl  named  Nugget  (yes,  as  in 
chicken  nugget),  a  kiddy-show  host  called  Grandma  Fruit,  and  a  scrawny 
dog  that  swallows  the  moon?  Taiwanese  director  Tsai  Ming-Liang's  newest  cre¬ 
ation,  "The  Missing  Moon,"  a  children's  musical  educating  the  myth  behind  the 
Chinese  Moon  Festival  Holiday. 

The  film  starts  with  the  filming  of  a  popular  children's  television  show 
hosted  by  none  other  than  the  lovably  chubby  Grandma  Fruit.  However,  Grandma 
Fruit  is  a  bit  flustered  today,  forgetting  lines  here  and  there,  and  she  finally  spouts 
out  a  song  and  dance  number  on  the  bathroom  set,  with  the  rest  of  the  crew  of 
course,  to  get  out  the  frustration.  The  rest  of  the  movie  is  a  series  of  similar  eclectic 
dialogues,  interjected  with  off-beat  musical  performances,  one  of  which  includes 
an  African-American  named  Chocolate  speaking  in  almost  perfect  Chinese. 

The  story  has  somewhat  of  an  "Alice  in  Wonderland"  touch.  It  follows  the 
quest  of  Nugget  who  is  left  home  alone  by  her  workaholic  mother.  Nugget  just 
wants  to  go  about  and  buy  something  to  eat,  but  one  thing  leads  to  another  and 
somehow  she  winds  up  at  a  birthday  party  in  the  sky  for  the  Moon  Prince. 

"The  Moon  Is  Gone"  is  a  bit  of  a  run-in-a-different-direction  for  Tsai  Ming- 
Liang,  who  is  mainly  known  for  his  examinations  of  alienation  in  Taiwan.  The  film 
falls  under  the  off-beat  category  for  adults  due  to  its  seemingly  "low  budget  pro¬ 
fessional"  yet  "high-class  home  video"  qualities.  However,  the  eclectic,  stream-of- 
consciousness  storyline,  catchy  songs  and  friendly  characters  may  prove  to  be 
agreeable  to  the  younger  audiences. 

"Moon"  is  definitely  a  recommended  must-see  for  those  who  would  like 
their  children  to  learn  a  little  more  about  Chinese  culture.  However  if  adults  are 
looking  to  become  more  cultured  through  this  film,  I  would  suggest  that  they  con¬ 
sult  the  reference  section  of  their  local  bookstore  or  library.  It  is  not  worth  the  train 
fare  for  adults  alone  to  travel  and  watch  a  kindergarten  musical  spectacular  when 
they  can  catch  the  same  thing  at  a  grade  school  auditorium.

The  1995  Taiwanese  film  "My  New  Friends"  is  likely  to  frustrate  its  viewers 
when  it  screens  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  this  month.  It  won't  be  the  low- 
quality  video  taping  or  the  fact  that  director  Tsai  Ming-liang's  work,  which  consists 
of  two  interviews,  never  lets  its  audience  see  the  interviewees'  faces  that  will  frus¬ 
trate.  What  will  is  that  Tsai,  who  is  supposed  to  be  having  thoughtful  conversations 
with  two  gay,  HIV-positive  men,  accepts  vague  and  half-baked  answers  to  critical 
questions. 

To  his  credit  Tsai's  work  marked  the  first-ever  documentary  about  AIDS  to 
come  out  of  Taiwan.  And  because  the  dialog  between  interviewee  and  interviewer  is 
so  well  paced,  viewers  will  want  to  keep  watching  to  hear  these  men's  history.  If 
that  country's  attitude  is  as  repressive  about  homosexuality  and  about  AIDS  as  "My 
New  Friends"  implies,  then  this  must  have  been  a  social  break  through. 

To  many  though,  these  conversations  will  seem  a  bit  odd,  even  a  bit 
exploitive.  Tsai  asks  when  these  gay  men  realized  they  were  gay,  what  it  was  like  to 
first  fall  in  love  and  to  tell  him  about  their  first  love.  Yes,  it  comes  across  as  mere 
gossip  sometimes. 

And  why  does  Tsai  interview  only  gays  who  are  HIV  positive,  isn't  this  just 
reinforcing  stereotypes? 

But  when  one  subject  tells  how  he  was  infected  with  HIV  is  when  the  film 
starts  to  lose  its  credibility.  The  subject  says  that  a  man  wanting  sex  approached  him 
at  sauna.  Tsai's  subject  said  he  allowed  the  man  to  carry  on  because  he  was  too  tired 
to  stop  him.  Then  he  says  that  the  two  never  really  had  intercourse,  but  that  he  was 
cut  by  the  man,  and  that's  how  he  was  infected.  His  answer  didn't  make  sense  and 
Tsai  doesn't  work  too  hard  to  get  a  good  answer  from  him.  Viewers  will  surely 
become  curious  as  to  how  credible  the  subject  really  is,  and  how  honest  his  answers 
really  are. 

The  next  scene  in  which  the  film  hits  a  bump  is  when  another  man  is  being 
interviewed  and  he  reveals  that  though  he  knew  he  was  HIV-positive,  he  had  a 
year-long  relationship.  He  broke  things  off  because  he  couldn't  tell  his  lover  that  he 
was  HIV  positive.  He  feared  rejection.  Just  when  viewers  start  to  feel  compassion  for 
this  man  and  how  difficult  his  being  rejected  must  be  we  find  out  that  he  never  used 
protection  with  his  lover.  The  man  then  says  that  he  wasn't  warned  about  protec¬ 
tion  by  Taiwan's  department  of  health.  If  this  is  true,  Tsai's  film  was  a  necessary 
social  wake-up  call.  But,  any  viewer  who  has  already  been  awakened  on  these  social 
issues  might  want  to  catch  another  one  of  Tsai's  works  instead  of  "My  New 
Friends."
